CHANGE TRADE COMMISSION 


wie Bill Exempts Smaller Corpora- 
tlons and Restricts Investigation. 


Bpectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The new 
draft of the proposed administration 
trade commission bill Has been substan- 
tially compléted by the Covington. Sub- 
committee of the House Committee’ on 
interstate and Foreign Commerce.

. Home-made “claret” and. green 
“cordial” served at: an Italian wed- 
ding feast last Sunday brought death 
to three of the guests and made sev- 
eral others seriously ill. he drinks 
are believed to have contained wood 
alcohol, a deadly poison which is sold 
in this city without any “label © or 
warning to inaféate tt#dangerous na- 
ture. Because of* its cheapness end 
its : close resemblance to the potable 
grain alcohol, uriscrupulous.. dealers 
often use this poison to adulterate 
cheap whiskies, and in the manufac- 
ture of fruit extracts, medicines, and 
barbers’ supplies. Unsuspecting: .con- 
sumers buy, it in-the belfef that it is 
“ good.” alcohol, and use it at home in 
the preparation of wines and cordials.: 

During 1912. four persons in this 
city -were: killed. and. thirteen were 
blinded’ for ‘life by wood alcohol. -In 
the . varnishing. trades especially, 
where. workmen are compelled to 
breathe the poisonous. fumes in close 
or. confined spaces, the number of ac- 
eldents is\large. For several years 
the New York Committee for the Pre- 
vention of Blindness has been trying 
to secure Jéegislation that would pre- 
vent this unnecessary waste of life 
and sight. The committee has drawn 
upa bill which pravides that wood 
atcohol shall be sold only in packages 
plainly marked “‘ poison " and bearing 
‘the familiar skull and. crossbones; 
MAhat its use shall be forbidden in any 
food;: drink, or mixture intended for 
‘internal usé; and that adequate ven- 
tilation shall be required in all shops 
and workrooms where wood alcohol is 
used. .The same recommendations are 
made by Prof. BASKERVILLE in his re- 
port ‘to. the State Factory Investigat- 
ing Commission. A law embodying 
them should be passed by the Legits- 
lature without delay:

Poisonous substances which 
are not introduced in quantities to 
hurt, certain healthy adults may 
harm others, and may seriously in- 
jure invalids; children, and the aged. 
It will hardly do to. say that the pub- 
lic ‘can. protect itself against these 
chemicals by refusing to buy the 
manufactured foods in -which they 
are used. It’ cannot detéct » them. 
Since the Supreme Court of ‘the 
United States has given the benefit 
of the doubt in such cases to the com, 
mercial vendors, the Pure food laws 
should be amended in behalf’of hu- 
man stomachs. It is possible“ ex- 
plicitly to forbid the putting of chem-

WEEK-END HOLIDAYS. 


Why “Not Shift Present Dates to 
Fridays or Mondays? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is rather a pity that our holidays 
cannot be more effectively. placed. 
Whoever planted Labor Day very wise- 
ly ‘named a specific day of the week 
instead of a calendar date: With the 
increasing tendency of making Saturday 
@ non-business day, most people. thus 
secure a three-day holiday in the first 
week of September. Certainly one of 
the most important uses of holidays is 
that of giving: oppdftunities for rest 
‘and recreation .to the workers, espe- 
cially those shut. up in the great cities. 

The observance of a particular day ef 
the Month is of little importance .com- 
pared with” having that day one that 
can be effectively used by the greatest 
number of people. In fact, when the 
stated date now falls on Sunday, there 
is never any demur to its celebration 
on Monday. 

The: attempt to celebrate Lincoln Day 
in February is unfortunate in many 
ways. February, the shortest month 
of the year, and oné of the busiest, 
commercially speaking, already has an- 
other holiday .on. the 22d. The conse- 
quénce is that only a small. part of the 
business world observes ‘the..12th of 
February. .Moreover, the time of year 
is one that in this. part of the coun- 
try, at least, is not favorable for. holi- 
day observance. 

If Lincoln Day Suid be placed on 
the first Monday. in August, (a month 
without a holiday, and one in which the 
most benefit could be had, with the} 
least _cost~to business interests,) most 
of.the workers and office “ shut-ins”’ 
could plan each year for a three-day 
outing in the middle of the most trying 
season. 

In like manner, if it were possible 
to change the celebration of the other 
general holidays—New’: Year’s Day, 
Washington’s Birthday, ‘Memorial. Day, 
Independence Day, ‘Thanksgiving. and 
Christmas—making each either on a 
certain Friday or a certain Monday in 
the ‘month, the result would be 4’ series 
of threé-day ““ oases’™ from time to’ 
time throughout the year, which in“all 

would amount to twenty-one days.

child protection already adopted by a 
majority of the citizens in a majority. 
of the Statés. It sets a 14-year age 
limit, for factories—forty States have 
done the same. For mines and quar- 
ries it fixes a 16-year age limit; fifteen 
States. have such a limit for mines or 
mines and quarries; ten States have a 
16-year. limit for other dangerous oc- 
cupations, and of the remainder there 
are five States employing each less than 
1,000 persons of all ages in mines. 
Children ‘under’ 16° may not .work at 
night,..a «pPovision already in force in 
thirty-four States. And the. working 
day of children under 16 is limited ‘to 
eight hours; all the States but six have 
limited the working hours of children. 
They do. not agree onthe length of the 
working day, but eighteen have fixed 
it at eight hours, and the principle has 
% n adopted by all the States which 
industrially developed except West 
Virginia, 

The Palmer bill is stronger than any 
former Federal bills in that it. enters 
definitely into the question of hours and. 
occupations as well as age. The bill is 
comprehensive enough to -arouse eén- 
thusiasm, and it is significant ‘that such 
an organizati as the National Child 
Labor Committee has indorsed it: I am 
glad that’ the puthor has presented a 
‘bill which is so simple in its form. and 
method and which holds responsible, not 
the carriers, as other Federal bills have 
done, but those who are responsible, 
namely, the employers of children. 

Of.coursé, a Federal law will directly 
affect only those children invoived in 
manufacturing for interstate commerce, 
but_it will be a stimulus to backward 
States.

Gilley of “Bought and. Paid For’ mem- 
ory, has written a play for himself and 
he started out with fine capital in the 
form of an.original idea. That is why 
“Too Many Cooks,”” which’ opened’ last 
evening at the Thirty-ninth Street Thea- 
tre, is something just.a little different 
from anything else that the season has 
brought to Broadway: It is a two-story 
comedy in the suburbs, and on’ the 
framework of his idea Mr. Craven has 
placed some exceptionally amusing dia- 
logue.

Human Beings, She Tells 
“Larger Feminists.” 


CALL: TO A NEW FREEDOM 
‘deeiinant Must Be Eiondmaically. Pris, 
She Insists—Drubbing for 
the Household Drudge. 


Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, speak- 
ing on ‘‘The “Economic Relation ‘of 
Men and Women—the Effect of Mak- 
ing’ Marriage a Profession,’ to some 
300 women interested in the “larger 
feminism,”’ at the Hotel Astor yester- 
day, destroyed’ both ‘houses of the hu- 
man race in rapid succession with @ 
few sharp words, 
the results of such a dire and hy- 
pothetical catastrophe: She found. that 
the destruction of Mrs; Man -would 
leave the world’s ‘business in much the 
same condition. as .before—'* with coh en os 
tle briefi wailing and momentary 
ing of mourning hatbands, but With all 
the richness, and especially all the fun, 
of old.” . But the destruction of the 
tribe of Mr. Man, she declared, would 
be a veritable annihilation of human 
civilization, with all its multitudinous 
activities and business wiped out at 
one fell blow—except the sale of crepe 
veils and powder og fer red eyes 
and tear-stained cheeks 

And then Mrs, times: “after the fash- 
ion of the good old Duke of York, nav: 
ing marched her women up 
slaughter, Hill, marched them down 
again, and restored the human race 
to its present-day existence, in order 
to heap upon the one half of it the re- 
proaches of the overbearing and tyran- 
nical, and to sound to the other half 
her clarion call of awakening to a New 
(and Female) Freedom. 

Mrs. Gilman asserted that, as a crea- 
ture of sex, woman was "superior to 
man, an assertion that provoked no 
word of protest from the three men 
present; each one of -whom. seemed 
smilingly to admit that as.a female he 
was infinitely. inferior to the surround- 
ing women folk. But as human beings, 
said: Mrs. Gilman, the women were ar 
inferior to the male of the species. . Civ- 
ilized man could do thousands of things 
which the savage man could not, put 
could civilized woman do: many 
things than savage. -woman? Some 
thought she could not go as many, said 
Mrs. Gilman savagely. 

‘We have not kept pace with the 
male of the human species,’ she. said. 
‘““We are not as human as he. There 
is nothing a he-bear can do as a bear 
which Mrs. Bear cannot, do as well or 
In human society alone the he 
can do everything and the she nothing.” 


Man Has Gone Forward. 


Only one woman in every sixteen 
day, said» Mrs, Gilman,- even kept a 
servant;.all the remaining fifteen-six- 
teenths were still doing housework—for. 


the young working girls who weren't 
on t6 do.so as soon as they could 
land a husband. ‘While woman had 
thus remained stationary as a house- 
hold drudge, man -had gone forward 
developing all the arts and sciences and 
industries of human civilization. 

“Now,” Mrs. Gilman pointed out, 
“all creatures adapt themselves. to 
their environment, and what most modi- 
fies them iis what:they do for a living, 
The tenden¢ey of the he-peacdck to in- 
crease the glory of: his splendid tail- 
feathers for sex attraction is. checked, 
when .the tall becomes very unwieldy, 
by natural selection; he never lets = 
selection interfere with his getti 
livelihood. In our race alone you nd 
thé. human female economically depend- 
ent on the malé and fea by him. he 
nearest parallel to this in Nature is 
the case of the she-hornbill, mpi ‘while 
in her nest, ib.all. walléd: in -by' mud 
with, only hen. big -beak spretcenngs and 
into this .the heshornbil uts the food 
to sustain her. *sonly while 
she is in the Site Mh tear her functions 
of. motherhood are over she takes care 
of herself; and she doesn’t ask for ali- 
mony if he leaves her.

Human Race Ovér-sexed, 

‘“‘The human race is over-sexed’ sim- 
ply because half of us make our living 
through that commodity. We have: the 
harshest condemnation for” the open, 
glaring sale of it, and for monetary mar- 
riages if they are glaring. But. we. do 
not yet condemn the condition itself. 
While woman as a class. depends on man 
as .a class economically, some women 
will ee make monetary matches. 
It can’t be helped. But as soon as all 
women become economically «. independ- 
ent,, and with the cooling of the race, 
there will -be an end to this condition.’ 

The primordial duty of women as fe- 
males,’ said: Mrs, Gilman, was. undoubt- 
edly to be mothers. But as human be- 
ings their duty was far outside a 
even .a kitten could: be a snother: he 
continued : 

** Men have taught themselves. to be- 
lieve that because we’re females we can 
be nothin Begg Now we tell them: we 
are females, but’ also human beitigs.
